.Tudgment in this case was di livered 
yetserday by tho Chief Justice. Hii fjord- 
ship recited the facts sot out in the [daiii 
tills' bill of complaint, viz: that the plain- 
tills were posHcsao.l of a charter to cidlect 
tolls in respect of goods carrii d over a 
bridco crossing the south fork of Ques- 
nol Kivor in consideration of their keep- 
ing iu repair not only this bridge but also 
another bridge crossing the north fork of 
the same river, together with tho trail be- 
tween the two biidi^es iind a mile of trail 
at the end of each bridge; that the defen- 
dants bad ferried t liei r goods aiul those 
of others pnst tJio south fork bridge, while 
using nt the same time fur tho carriage of 
their goods the north ft^rk bridge and tho 
trails, and that this had been done with 
tho object of evading the tolls. Hii 
Lordship then took up s«rf'j/oi( the points 
iu defendants' answer as folluw?.: 

1st. That the Toll ch .re.-r Aol of 1871 
was supi'rseded by the B N. .\ \'-t, 18C7, 
which latter act vested [ la the ilof- ndaiils 
contended) the beds of l'ro\inebd l ive.s 
in the Dominion Government so that tlie 
Provincial Government could not grant a 
right of tr.iiisit across the livers Hi" 
Lordship pointed out that .-lUeli a conten- 
tion auuMinlod to a denial of the power of 
the I'roviiu ial Ooverument to provide for 
the ooustrnctioii and maintenance of pro 
viucial public highways over river-, and 
that the only right given to the Federal 
Government by the B. X A. Act was in 
re.-peet of iinprovemeiits on rivers ami 
lakes, tin maintiuiaiice id which tho Do- 
'iiinion Govrrnnient w.is bonilil to linib r- 
take. Further, that tbe L'ical Legisla- 
ture bad pas-.fd acts ouncerning feirirs 
and bridges wiiliin tho Province, and the 
Govtrnment had ucicd accordingly with- 
out the Domiuioii Oovernmi nl's dis ent, 
and that tho standing onb-rs of oiirLegis 
lature rocognit-o that our Govorninent tias 
this power and that any other contention 
presumed that the Doiiiiniou would have 
to undertake the construction and niain- 
touanoe of provincial bridges, e.g., tbe 
bridge at the njouth of the Qnesnel river. 

2nd. That the omis-ion to cull for ten- 
ders for tbo ;'oiistrncti<>n of tho bridge 
wiiH fatal to the pluntitl"-.' case Tho 
Chief Justice, lefiM-ring to Maxwell on 
statntos, and tho latest authorities, con- 
sidered the provision as to tenders to be 
directory only and not imperative, remark- 
ing, also, that public convenience was the 
paramount object of the stafnie and that it 
did not appear frora the Act what was t!ie 
chiiracter of teudt;rs requiied wbicb, from 
anything that ai>pearoii i;i tho evidence, 
had been invited. 

3rd. That the defendants had not car- 
ried for hire. Tho case iu Draper's lie- 
ports of Burford vs. Oliver amply met 
this objection. 

Tbo Chief Justico stated that tho 
plaintiflN' case was not tbe exclusive 
right couiobdod for. All tho plaintill" had 
a right to was for tolls in respect of goods 
taken over his bridge or tho higbwuy iu 
connection therewith, which he was 
bound to keep in repaii'. The defendants 
were responsible for their evasion of the 
tolls in resjiect of gooils caniod over any 
portiun of tliii liighwuy, the plaiutilVs' 
right being analogous to that of turnpike 
tP!{a*n"'bj'"ho«« .tifflit" f-nnlH not \ia Ae.
